to eat : I wiſh this little I have 
done may encourage others to follow 
in the ſame pradlice, both for their 
own. and others benefit : And 
what our Chymical Dofors have 
done in Phyſick may be praflifed in 
Theology. A Man may walk in a 
large field, and Yet but now re 
Then 
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then meet with a Flower that 3s 
worth gathering : 4nd ſuch are 
the writings of Many Men. And 
will require much more than the' 
ſhort time of Mans Life to Travel. 
through- one Quarter Part of them. 

All that I find .objetted v0: my 


former Book is that I have wot. al- 


ways quoted the Author to the 
Notions and Sentences 'F remarked. 
For which F made ſome defence 
in the Epiſtle. And may add, 
that ſeveral of them | gathered ot 
of mine own mind and meditati- 
ons. And. others I bad in my me- 
mory, but forgot the Authors where 
I found them. Tho I think for 
the. greateſt part the Author is quot- 
ed both in that former Book, and 
in this alſo. And they are for 'the' 
moſt part but ſhort; but if ſho#t- 
and ſweet, may agree well to Flow- 
ers,

ers. Though theſe are ſomewhat 


larger than the former,and therefore 
though this Book is near equal in. 


in the Size, yet conſiſts of much 
fewer (enturies. And ſome are of 
Ancient, ſome of Later Date. Some 
indeed have Objefed that I have 
Inſerted much Greek and Latin 
which they do not underſland. But 
zs it not for the moſt part interpreted 
or explained? And quoting Au- 
thors, I bave quoted them in their 
own Language: And what I have 
writ in this and the former Book 
is intended principally for Young 
Scholars. Tho' all that read may 
pick out ſomething that may be of uſe. 
And we are now in that time of 
the Tear when the Earth brings 
forth its Florers, For lo the 
winter 1s paſt, che Flowers ap- 
pear on the Farth, Cant. 2. 11. 
I2, 
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12. But theſe Intellelual Flowers 
are as good for the Winter as Sum: 
mer, and grow not out of the Earth, 
but out of the Mind, Memory, and 
Underſtanding; and are to be 
planted and' rooted there; and 
may ſend forth a greater fragran- 
cy in the Soul, than ſenſitive Flow- 
ers do to the [ence | 

And though I believe I have paſt 
by in my reading many things as 
remarkable as what I have inſerted, 
yet I communicate theſe as readieſl 
at hand,. and 1 hope they may be 
accepted = one who is in the win- 
ter of his / 

I am net likely to trouble the 
Preſs again, unleſs it be to take a 
Solemn Farwell of the World. And 
I am almoſt aſhamed to tell my "ge 
to the World, and the time God hath 
allotted me to work, conſidering how 
a many 
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man) far Young er have outſlrippedme 
in performances and attainments. 
But it may be a preat comfort to 
faithjul Miniſters that tho they 
muſt die yet their words and works 
do not die with them; The fruit 
of their words may abide on Earth, 
and the reward of their works will 
follow them to Heaven. AMEN. 
And let the Reader remember + 
that this Book is but ſomething ad. 
ditional to the former and therefore 
zs of the ſame hind, and Form, and 
Title, and is nothing eſſe but a 
' Faſciculus Floram, or a Noſegay 
bound together of many Flowers, 
objefted not to the Corporal, but the 
Tntelleflual Sence. #nd it begins 
at the Ninth Century, where the 
former ended. And ſo I end, wiſh- 
ing the Reader, Bene Valerc and 
Bene Olere : Good Health, and 
a Good Smell. Flores 
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I. HEN the Scholars of Socrates 
brought him rich Preſents, one 
e£ſchines being poor, having 
none to bring,came to Socrates, 

and ſaid, 7 give you my ſelf 5 to whom he re- 
plied, Et te tibi meliorem reddam ; I will re- 
ſtore thee to thy {elf again better than found 
thee. This will be much more true of thoſe 
that give up themſelves to God. 

2. Some conceive by a paſſage in Auſtins 
Book, de fuga in Perſecntione, that they then 
did celebrate the Lord's Supper every day 
in the week; for he ſaith, the Miniſters 
ought to attend their Flocks, Ob quetidianum 
Minifterium Corporis Dominici For the daily 
Miniſtration of the Lord's Body. 

3. The Sun always moveth in the Echprick 

B Line, 
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Line, but the Planets are ſometimes on this 
fide, ſometimes on that, yet when they are 
in the Ecliptick Line, they are neareſt the 
Sun : So thoſe that keep cloſeſt to the Line 
of Truth, are neareſt to God: But many 
men, like the Planets, wander from it. 

4. Soton, when he had made many whol- 
ſom Laws, was asked, whether his Laws 
were the beſt that could be made ; he an- 
{wered, they were the beſt that the People 
could bear: So that is the beſt Preaching 
that is beſt for the Auditors that hear. 

5. The Moral Law is called the Royal 
Law by the Apoſtle, Fam. 2, 8. becauſe it 
doth belong to all: As the King's High-way 
is for all to travel in. 

6. Ratio Legs eſt anima Legis : The reaſon 
of the Law is the foul of the Law, as our 
Lawyers ſpeak. So that the Law virtually 
ceaſerth, when the reaſon of the Law ceaſeth. 
And fo it is with the Laws of God himſelf. 

7. Mount S102 and Mount Sinai, are like 
the Mounts of Ebal and Gerizim ; from the 
one proceeds the Bleſſing upon men, from 
the other the Curſe. From the Goſpel ſprings 
the Bleſſing, from the Law the Curſe to the 
Tranſzreflors of it. 

8. The Tables wherein the Law was writ 
were {o filled up with that writing,that there 
was no blank left to write any thing elle, ſay 
the Jewiſh Rabins : So that nothing is by 

men 
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men to be added to it,as nothing 1s to be di- 
miniſht from it, Devr. 12- 32. 

9, God buried the Body of Moſes, that 
ir might not be worſhipt by the People, 
as many Learned men have faid ; which con- 
demneth the Popiſth Adoration of Reliques. 

10. Siſigambis the Mother of Darius upon 
2 miſtake did proſtrate her (elf before Ephe- 


ftion inſtead of Alexander, But Alexander 


exculed her, by telling her that Epheſtion be- 
ing his intimate Friend, he accounted him as 
himſelf ; Amicus alter idem, 

IT. It's ſaid, Fadges 18. 20. That the Da- 
nites ſet up Fenathan the Son of Manaſſeh 
for their Prieſt. Ir ſhould be ſaid, the Son 
of Moſes, for ſo he was, and Manaſfſeh was 
long after this. But he is called the Son of 
Manaſſth, rather than Moſes, becauſe he main- 
tained Idolatry among the Danires like to 
AManaſſeb. And therefore in the Hebrew 
Bible there is the Letter Nun fer over the 
word "Un whereby it may be read Ma- 
naaſſen. 

12. When Licinius the Heathen Emperor 
went into a certain Court, where ſtood the 
Image of Bacchus overlhadow'd with a Vine, 
he being theGod of Wine,hecommanded one 
Auxentius a Chrittian, who waited on him,to 
cut down a branch of the Vine, and lay ic at 
the feet of the Image in honour to the ldo], 
which he refuſing todo, he diſcharged = 

2 is 
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his Service; and, ſaith Suidas in his Life, 
Nihil cunftatus, Zonam ſolvit, & receſſit; with- 
out delay he preſently looſed his Girdle and 
went away : He chearfully quit his place to 
preſerve his peace. 

13. When 4lexander beſieged Tyrus, the 
Tyrians,to keep their God Apollo with them, 
faſtned him with a Golden Chain to a Poſt. 
Diod. Sic. |. T.c. 1. How much more ſhould 
men ſeek by ſpiritual means and endeavours 
to preſerve the true God with them ? 

14.Mount Oliver was ſo abuſed to Idolatry 
by the Jews, that it is call'd the Mount of 
Corruption, 2 King, 23.13. And yet there 
was no place which Chriſt more uſed in his 
Devotions to God. So that the abuſing of a 

lace to Idolatry, makes not the uſe of it un- 
awful. As the conſecrating meat to an Idol 
made it not unlawful ro be fold and bought 
in the Marker, and to be eaten in mens hou- 
ſes; Relata extra uſum non ſunt relata,is a true 
Rule in this caſe. Tho' there ſeems not to 
be the ſame reaſon for Ceremonies of mens 
deviſing, which are not neceflary to God's 
Worſhip, as time and place are. 

15. As the Beams of the Sun have an at- 
tractive vertue to draw up Vapours from the 
Earth to the upper Regions; ſo Emanations 
from God upon the Souls of men draw them 
up to himſelf ; which Dionyſus the Arcopa- 
gite calls Ivrawy imo, an Unifying power. De 
Caleſt, Hierarch. c:1. : 16, God 
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16, God doth all things by his Eſſence im- 
mediately, and not by Faculties, as both Men 
and Angels do : As Bernard excellently ex- 
preſleth it, L:b. 5. de Conſid, Amat ut Charj- 
ras, noſcit ut Veritas, judicat ut Equitas, domi- 
natur ut Majejtas, operatur ut Virtus, tuetur ut 
Salus, revelat ut Lux, opitulatur ut Miſericor- 
dia, docet ut Sapiengia, remunerat ut Tuſtitia z 
implens omnia per Zſentiam, For God being 
2a pure A, he capnot act bur by his Effence. 

17. The Schoolmen ſpeak of a twofold 
World, Aundus Archetypus, and Mundus 
Eypus, or Emanationis. By the former they 
mean the 1dca of the World, as in God's 
Erernal Mind, by the latter, the Viſible 
World framed according to that Idea. 

18, We find in the Hebrew Bible,2 King. 
2. 14. the two particles NT IR added to 
the ſaying of Eliſha, Where is the Lord God of 
Elijah ? which ſome render Even He: Others 
take it for a name which Eſha gives to God, 
denoting his Efſence and Being 3 He who is, 
or doth exiſt. And I find the Septuagint do 
not venture to tranſlate it, but call it &7g«: 
Theodoret and ſome other Greek Verſions 
inſtead of tranſlating it write «e/2:&, which 
ſignifies Hidden, as if it was ſome hidden 
and unexpreſſible name of God, 

19, God ſometimes doth work without 
means,ſometimes by weak means, and ſome- 
eimesjby contrary —_—_— whenE/iſha w_ 
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the Waters of Fericho ſweet, and the Land 
fruitful, by putting Salt into the Spring 
whereas Salt would rather make che Waters 
brackiſh, and the Land barren, 2 King. 2. 
But the Allegory of this is good. The Salt 
of true Grace put into the heart, the ſpring 
of Life, will make men fruitful in good 
works, and the ſtreams of their actions (weet 
and pleaſing to Ged. 

20, The Soul of Man hath higher and 
lower Functions aſſigned to it of God. And 
when it attends only to the lower with neg- 
lect of the higher, this is its fall, and degene- 
racy. We know, though God is converſant 
in his Providence about the meaneſt things 
of this Jower World, yet it doth not at all 
{uſpend thoſe higher acts of his own Infinite 
Mind and Will within himſelf : So it ought 
to be ina proportion with the Soul of Man. 

21. Tempus n0n eft inter privata bona; 'Time 
is2 good Common to all, the rich and the 
poor, the Peaſant and the Prince, as Air, Wa- 
ter, and the Light of the Sun : So that things 
that are moſt neceſſary, are moit common. 

22, Auſtin tells the Komans, that there is 
mention made in their 12 Tables, of Corn 
ſown in one Field, that was by Magick Art 
tranſported into the Field of another man ; 
but, ſaith hen our Religion, he that ſows 
thall reap, and as men ſow,fo they ſhall reap. 
Ve Civ, Dei, |. 5.c. 19. 

23, Porphyrins 
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23- Porphyrins (peaks of a bonus and malus 
Genins, that attend all men in this World : 
And that the bonus Genius cannot enter into a 
man, but by driving out the malxs Genius. S0 
itistrue in Chriſtianity, that Grace enters 
che Soul by driving out of Sin. 

24. Man's Soul 1s the off-ſpring of God, as 
the Apoſtle tells the Heathen, ſome of their 
own Poets had acknowledged, As 17. 28, 
29. And therefore the Godhead is nor like 
Silver and Gold, faith he, feeing the Soul 
chat is his off-ſpring, and doth bear ſome re- 
{emblance of him, is of a more excellent 
nature than Silver and gold. Ir bears the 
Image of God's Ubiquity in the ſudden mo- 
tion of its thoughts through the Univerle; 
of God's Liberty in its own Freedom, of 
God's Infinity in its boundle(s Appetite, of 
God's Eternity in its Immortality, of God's 
Providence in its careful provition for the 
things that concern mens well-being in the 
World, of God's acting and moving all mat- 
ter, by its own acting and moving a material 
body. 

25. There 1s a power in the Soul of acting 
beyondwhat itdoth intheBody,being confin'd 
and ſtraitned by it in its operations. As Light 
thatwould ſhine a great deal farther,wasicnot 
ſtoprt and hindred by ſome opacous and dark 
Body, and made to reverberare into it ſelf. 

And, as one well faith, aflothful body is 
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like damp Powder, that will not take Fire, 
and + hinders the vigour and activity of the 
Soul that dwells in it. For the Soul of Man 
is capable of great Enlargements by Study, 
Experience, and Education, and the Opera- 
tions of the Spirit in this World; how much 
more may it be enlarged when ſeparated 
from the Body ? | 

26. As Rocks ſtand unmoved in the mid(t 
of all the fluctuations of Waters round about 
them; ſo doth Eternity in the midſt of all 
the Revolutions of Time. 

27. The Spirit of Man is the Candle of 
the Lord, ſaith Solomon, and it ſhines not on- 
ly in a direct light to objects without, but in 
a reflex light upon its ſelf, into the innermoſt 
parts of the belly, as he ſpeaks, Prov, 20. 27, 
And it ſhines with refreſhing light in ſome, 
and with ſcorching and tormenting light in 
others. It doth incircle it (elf within it {elf, 
and ſhines in its own face. 

28, God cdoth in wiſdom hide from the 
Righteous in a great meaſure the felicity and 
glory of Heaven, and from the Wicked the 
torments of Hell in this World : For elſe the 
tranſporting Joys of the one, and the deſpair- 
ing diſtracting Anguith of the other' would 
hinder them from attending to the neceſſary 
Afﬀairs of this Life. | 

29. Weobſerve how the heat ofa Feaver 
doth ſometimes ſend up ſuch excels of ſpirits 

into 
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into the Brain, rhat doth cloud mens Reaſon. 
So inordinate aff-ction to earthly things doth 
darken mens Minds in the contemplatioa of 
heavenly things. 

30. We all believe that the Devi!'s Power 
in the World is Limite* by God, and he 
rageth againſt God«for thorten:':z his © "1210, 
So Wicked men are in this like the !* vil. 
to rage and fret when they are re..ra:ned 
from their Luſts. 

31. In the future ſtate the whole power 
of the Soul will run forth but in one way, 
which will much Rrengchen the Joys of the 
Bleſſed, and the Anguith of the Damavd. Ir 
will then be perfe& Heaven,or pertecrt Hell ; 
whereas now the Soul is divided into many 
Chanels, which doth allay both its Joys and 
Sorrows : Burt then the whole power of the 
Soul will be united to make.its Joy or Sor- 
row perfect. | 

32. Many cannot believe the Refurre&ion, 
becauſe they cannor fee ir poſſible how the 
ſeveral particles of the Budy diffuſed and 
ſcattered through the Earth, Air or Water, 
can be brought together again to make the 
{ame Body ; whereas if God doth raiſe up a 
Body out of any particie of the Body that is 
dead; it may be eſteemed a Reſurrection of 
the ſame Body. As a great ſtalk of Corn,or 
a great Tree is educed out of a {mall feed ; 
and the Body of a Man is the ſame _ 
| ny aac 
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that he had when a Child. 'And Eve's Body 


was taken out of 4dam's fide, though no- 
thing was taken-thence but a Rib. If any 
part of the Body of Man be made the Sta- 
men and Foundation of the Body that is rai- 


ſed, it may be accounted the Relurrection of 


the {ame Body. Beverly. 

- 33. Thoſe that deny Inviſible Beings may 
be confuted by daily Experience. The virtue 
of Wine, Drugs, and Minerals, is not from 
their Colour, Taſte, or Quantity,but from a 
ſecret Spirit in them which is not ſeen to us: 
So much more all the motions and operations 
that 2re in the World proceed from an Invi- 
fible Cauſe which we ſee nor. 

34. When the Pſalmitt ſaith, P.ſ110.3. Thy 
Peopie (hall be willing in the day of thy Power ; 
we may read it from the Hebrew, they ſhall 
be Free-will-oferings ; for ſo the word 112712 
may be rendred here, as it is in many other 
places. * 

35. A true Paſtor is to the Church, as the 
Pilot to the Veſle], as a Guide to the Tra- 
veller, as the Eye to the Body. As 1/odore 
Pelufiota ſtyles Chryſoftom + inudnoins o392a ud, 
The Eye of the Church. And thou ſhalt be 
azEyes to us, {aid Moſes to Fethro his Father- 
--ſ\n-law, to guide them through the Wilder- 
neſs. But if che Eye be withour fight, the 
blind lead the blind. As our Saviour (tyles 
che Scribes and Phariſees blind Guides, 
AMatth. 23. 24, | 36, It's 
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26. Ir's a brave ſight to ſee high perfor- 
mances attended with a lowly hearet. As it's 
ſaid of Athanaſius, he was v4n& mi; "cops, 
rin TH gowige), high in works, but lowly 
in heart. | 

37. The Heathen had ſeveral ways of 
Divination. The one was per Auſpicia,by look- 
ing at the Birds in their aſpects, flight and 
motions. And therefore before the Armies 
joyned Battle, they would bring a Vulture 
into the Field, and obſerved, which of 
the Armies ir looked moſt towards ; and 
from thence conjectured where would be 
the moſt {lain, for the Vulture delights to 
feed upon dead Carkaſles. 

38. The Egyptians were very ingenious 
in teaching by Hieroglyphics. 1 ſhall here 
take notice bur of one or two. They repreſent 
good inſtructions by the Heavens pouring 
down dew upon the plants of the Earth. 
And ſuch indeed are good inſtructions to the 
Souls of Men, eſpecially the Divine Teach- 
ings of God. And Care and Circumſpecti- 
on in Mens affairs they repreſented by two 
heads, one looking within doors, and the 
other without, &c. To mind our affairs 
both at home and abroad. 

29.” God isas a perfe&t Circle deriving 
himſelf from himſelf unto himſelf. He 
communicates with himſelf, and from him- 
ſelf, and to himſelf, Infinicly and _—_ 
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And inall beings there is ſome ſelf-commu- 
nication neceſlary to their exiſtence. As in 
the body of Man, Each Part communicates 
with another for the preſervation of the 
ni hole, and there is a communication be- 
twixt Heaven and Earth for the preſervari- 
on of the Univerſe. But eſpeciallyIncelligent 
Beings, as Angels, and the Souls of Men, 
communicate with themſelves in an higher 
manner. And God being an Infinite Under- 
ſanding he communicates «wwicth himſelf in 
the higheſt way not comprehenfible to us, 
whereby there is nothing in God reſerved, 
from himſelf, tho' many things are hid from 
all his Creatures. And ſo in a degree it is 
with the Soul of Man ; by the communi- 
cation it harh with it (elf, it know's what is 
within it felf, which no Man elſe doth 
know. As the Avroſtle ſpeaks, 1 Cor. 2. 17. 
No Man knows the things of Man but the Spirit 
of Man within him: So no Man knows the 
things of God but the Spirit of God. 

40. Miniſters that converſe daily in their 
Studies, Reading, Praying, and Preaching, 
with Divine things, and poflefs nothing of 
theſe in any experience within their own 
Souls, are like to Men that work in Mines, 
2nd dig up Gold and Silver, but poſſeſs no- 
thing of ir, but their day wages for their 
{zbour. 
 4t. Some think that the good _ 
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will have an Addition to their Happineſs 
according to the Miniſtry they have per- 
formed to the Heirs of Salvation, and the 
Evil Angels to their Miſery, according 
to the Evil they have done to them, or at- 
tempted againſt rhem. 

42. The Jews in their writiags vilifie 
Chriſt, but magnihe doſes. As when 
Maimaniades and their other Rabbins mention 
Moſes, they add Moſes ille Magnus, Moſes 
that Great Man, but when they mention 
Chriſt, they call him in contempt, Tatu : 
The hanged Chriſt. To which the Apoſtle 
may allude, 1. Cor 12. 3. No Man that 
ſpeaketh by the Spirit of the Lord calleth Feſu3 
accurſed, as the Jews do to this day, be- 
cauſe he was Hanged upon a Tree. 

43. Luna Plena Patitur Eclipſin, 18 arule 
in Aſtronomy. The Moon is never Eclip- 
ſed but when ſhe is art the fuil. So God 
doth uſually bring an Eclipſe upon the 
Worlds glory when it is in greateſt height; 
and f(plendor. 

44. Divitie dantur bonis, ne putentur male, 
mals, ne putentur bone, Riches are lometimes 
given to good Men, leſt they ſhould be ac- 
counted as evil, and ſometimes to bad 
Men, leſt they be accounted as good things, 
good in themlelves. 

45. In the Wars berwixt Pompey and Ceſar 
Cato ſaid, Quem Fugiam Video, quent ſequar

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non videos So in many caſes Men better ſee 
what they ſhould not do, than what they 
ſhould do. And in doubtful things it is ber- 
rer to {uſpend than to act: 

46. The French have many excellent. 
Proverbs in their language. I hall take 
notice only of one that now occurs to me 
ina Frexch Author. Mal grain Sans Paille, 
No Corn without Chaft, no Good without 
mixture of Evil. 

47. It is remarkable what is recorded in 
Bales Chronicle, that the ſame year that 
Luther began his Reformation, there was 
ſuch a ſtorm in Rome which beat the Keys 
out of St. Peters hand ; and the Image of 
Chrift out of his mothers lapp, P. 59. 

48. Onne deſtderium ad ſuperiora tenait, .1$ 
a true faying. The defire of ail Creatures 
15 to advance themſelves upward, and not 
to degrade themſelves into a lower ſtate, 
And when the Souls of ſome Men debaſe 
themfelves in the purſuit of Earthly things, 
yet it is under the notion of advancing into- 
{ome higher ſtate in the World. 

49- The Few: did commonly make eſpou- 
fals before Marriage, To which the Apoſtle 
aliudes, 2 Cor. 11. 2. when he tells the 
Corinthians, He had eſpouſed them to one Huſ- 
band, that he might preſent them as achaſt Vir- 
gin to Chriſt. Virgins eſpouſed were to re- 
main chaſt til] preſented at the — 
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This the Apoſtle deſires concerning the Co- 
rinthians whom he had eſpouſed, that by 
keeping their Judgments and Aﬀections 
chaſt and pure, he might, as their Spiritual 
Father, preſent them as a chaſt Virgin to 
Chriſt at his coming. 

50, In Heaven every Saint will rejoyce 
in anothers happineſs as his own. How great 
will that Joy be that is thus multiplied ? 

51. It is a wicked ſaying of Celſas in bis 
Book againſt the Chriſtian Religion, Thar

52, Our Chronicle reports of Richardthe 
Third, that inthe Battle at Bojwe!, when his 
Army was put to flight, he cryed out, A Xing- 
dom for an Horſe. Shin for thin, and all a man 
hath will be give for his life, How much more 
ſhoald men be concerned for the life of 
cheir Souls ? 

54. The Apoſtle tells us, 1 Pet. 2. 24, 
That Chriſt bore our ſins in his own Body on the 
Tree; where he calls Chriſt's Croſs a Tree. 
As a Tree in the fin of the firſt Adam 
brought fin and death: fo a Tree in the ſuf- 
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ferings of the ſecond 44am brought Righte- 
ouſneſ(s and Lite. What Tree this was,whe- 
ther 0; Tree, Palm Tree, or Apple Tree, 
154 vain queition 3 but only this I may fay, 
that never did Tree bring forth ſuch fruit. 

55. The Latines have two «words that 
 fignihie aSurery. Vas, and Pres. The former 
1s a Surety tor Appearance, the latter for 
Payment o: a Debt. Chriſt is both thele, 
he appears in Heaven for us, and hath paid 
our Debt upon Earth. 

56. It may ſeem ſtrange that one of 
Lots Daughters being with, Child by her 
own Father ſhould call the name of the Child 
Aoab, which ſignifies in Hebrew, From a 
Father ; and thereby perpetuates the memo- 
ry of her (in in the name of her Son. 

57. Michal (cofhng at David dancing be- 
fore the Ark, is not called the Wife of Da- 
vid, though ſhe 25 ſo but the Daughter of 
Saul, 1 S$am.6.20.and 23. becauſe ſhe ſhewed 
fo mnch of the ipirit of her Father Saul, in 
his Eamity againſt David, 

58. Though Original Sin is propagated 
from Adam to all Mankind, yet it works 
not alike 13 all, but according to mens ſeve- 
ral con:{1rutions and temptations. In ſome 
it works inore eminent]» in the Luſts of the 
Fleſh, in ſome in the Luſts of the Eye, and 
in others in Pride of Lite: And in ſome in 
all theſe, though not to the ſame degree.

59, Greg. Nazianzen ſpeaking of ſome 
Biſhops in his time who pretended Succeſſion 
to the Apoſtles, ſaith he, They ſucceed them 
indeed, Ur Morbus ſanitati, ut Tenebre Luci, 
ut tranquillitati Tempeſtas, ut dementia Pru- 
dentie, ut Socordia Solertie: As a Dileaſe 
ſucceeds Health, as Darkneſs ſucceeds Light, 
2s a Tempeſt ſucceeds a Calm, as Dotage 
ſucceeds Wildom, as Sloth ſucceeds Dili- 
gence : Oratio de Laudibus Athanaſit, 


60. David ſpeaking of God's Covenart 
with him, 2 Sam. 23.5. ſaith, It i ordered 
1a all things and ſure ; fare, as to performance, 
but ordered as to the miniſtration of it. God 
promiled to eſtabliſh his Kingdom, but or- 
dered many afflictions and difhculties in the 
way toOit: So is the Coyenant of Grace 
made with us in Chriſt ſure, bur made good 
ro us in God's Order. Ir preſents a Righte- 
ouſnels to juſtifie us, but orders Faith to be 
the way of receiving ic. It offers pardon of 
fin, but by Repenrance; Salvation, but in the 
way of Holineſs; Communion with God, 
but through the Mediator ; it promiſerh Per- 
ſeverance, but in the uſe of Endeavours, &c. 
And as we would partake of the Blefhings of 
the Covenant, we muit take heed of per- 
verting the Order of it. 


61. Judicial Aſtrology made way to Ido- 
latry. When the People were brought to 
C believe 
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believe that the San, Moon and Stars had 
dominion over the Afﬀairs of the World, 
they were more eaſily induced to worſhip 
them. And therefore the Council of Bra- 
cara did condemn it as unlawful in this Ca- 
non, Si quis Animas & Corpora humana 
fatalibus Stellis credit aſtringi ; Anathema ſit. 
Concil. Bracar. Can. 9. | 

62. Its ſaid, P/al. 12. ult, The wicked walk 
on every ſide when the wileſt men are exalted, 
They walk # wWwupzeciz, In Circuitu, in the 
whole latitude and circumference of (in, as 
the Hebrew word 3'22 imports. 

63. Cauſſinus writing of the Egyptian 
Hieroglyphicks, tells us of a wheel they 
ordered in their Temples to repreſent the 
inſtability of all human affairss And men- 
tions the ſtory of one Solinus, a Captain and 
priſonerin France ; who looking out of his 
window, and obſerving the motion of a 
Chariot wheel, broke fourth into laughing : 
And being asked the reaſon, he anſwered 
the motion of the Wheel pur him in hope, 
that his Condition that was now fo low, 
might be raited up on high, as the bottom 
of the Wheel was ſuddenly at the top. 
Cauſſin. P, 202. 

64. God reproves an Idolatrous practice 
of the Jſraelites of putting the branch to the 
Noſe, Ext#k. 8. in imitation of the Heathen 
who conſecreated certain Trees to _ 
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Gods. As the Laurel to Apollo, the Pine 
Tree to Pan,the Myrtle to Venus,&c. and ifn 
honour to their God would Kiſs che Branch, 
and put it to their noſe, which the Jews 
did praciſe,eſpecially at their Feaſt of Taber- 
nacles, as Foſephns takes notice of in his third 
Book of Antiquities. 

65. Irs great ingratitude for Men to turn 
their backs upon God, from whom they 
receive life and breath, and all things : As 
the Moon in the increaſe receiving its light 
from the Sun, hath its back towards the Sun. 

66. In Epirws there is a Spring that doth 
quench a Torch that is put into it lighted, 
and will lighten that which is not lighted, So 
the conſideration of the Love of Chriſt 
ſhould kindle in our hearts the fire of Di- 
”y Love, and extinguiſh the fire of finful 
Lufts. 

67, When Ye/pa/ian went into Egypt, the 
Egyptians were afraid of his coming, but he 
bid them not fear, for he would be to them 
as another Nils to cheriſh, and enrich their 
Country. A good Pattern for Princes. 

68. Solinus writes of a certain River call'd 
Himereus, whoſe Waters are {weet when 
they flow towards the South, but bicrer when 
they flow towards the North. So the mo- 
tions of the Soul are delightful and pleaſanc 
towards God, but it is an evil and bitter 
thing to depart from him; fer. 2. 19. 

C3 69. Some 
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69. Some Authors of great name, as Plizy, 
and Joſephus mention a River call'd Amis 
Sabbaticus, becauſe it lows all the week,and 
reſts upon the Sabbath, whereby, ſaith Rabbi 
Elias, the Iſraelites are {till kept in Gozan, 
whither they were tranſplanted by the 4gy- 
rian Kings; for they can come from thence 
only upon the Sabbath day, when they ac- 
count 1t unlawful to undertake to travel. 

70. The Athenia»s. to ſhew their love to 
Mercy, built an Altar in their City,and call'd 
it Ara Miſericordie, the Altar of Mercy. But 
afterwards received into their City that bar- 
barous practice of the Heathen, of mens 
fighting upon a Stage, and killing one ano- 
ther in ſport, which they call'd Ludas Gla- 
aALatorins. Whereupon one Demonax a Phi- 
loſopher ſaid to them,0 ye 4thenians, if ye will 
keep up thele Games, throw down your Altar ; 
pretending to Mercy, and yet delight in Cruelty, 
So many will pretend to Virtue, and profeſs 
Piety, and practiſe the contrary. Burt let men 
caſt down the Profeſſion of Religion, thar 
will not uphold the practice. 

71, It was the Cuſtom of the Luſirarians, 
to ſacrifice a man's Right hand to their Gods. 
To denote, that Religion conſiſted more in 
practice, than ſpeculation. Tantum ſcis quan- 
t1m OP2rart, is an Axiom 1n Religion. We 
know ſo much in Religion as we practiſe. 


72. The Epheſians were 10 addicted to 
Riot 
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Riot and Intemperance, that they baniſhe 
from among them one Hermodorus, becauſe 
he read a Lecure of Temperance and So- 
briety in the City, telling him that he muſt 
read ſuch Lectures elſewhere, and not in 
Epheſus. So he that doth Evil hateth the Light, 
{aith our Saviour, John 3. 20, And men love 
Darkneſs rather than Light, becauſe their deeds 
are evil. The Light of good Dodrine, and 
good Example. 

73. Effrenis Oris velliga! calamitas, Cala- 
mity is the Tribute of an unbridled Tongue, 
is a true ſaying. If the Tongue be a Tyrant 
under no Law, it will have Calamity paid 
for Tribute. But he that would ſce good days, 
ler him refrain bis Tongue from evil, faith the 
Apoſtle Peter, 1 Pet. 3. 10. 

74. The Romans were wont at the Fune- 


ral of their Emperours to Erect a Funeral 


Pile in the form of a Pyramid, at the top 
of which they ſet an Eagle; which when 
the Pile began to burn thould take its flight 
towards Heaven, to repreſent to the People 
the flight of the Emperour's Soul to Heaven. 
Which ſhew'd they had a Notion of the 
Souls Immortality, and of a ſtate of bleſſed- 
neſs in Heaven, as they had of a ſtate of 
miſery apud Inferos, in Hell. 

75. e/Elian lib, 2, Cap. 29, de Animal. tells 
us how an Eagle will kill a beaſt, that ſhe 
may Prey upon his Fleſh, ſhe frſt getts up- 
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on his neck, and pecking his fleſh with her 
bill ſhe puts the beaſt in a rage, and makes 
him run here and there. And when ſhe ſeeth 
him come to ſome ſteep place or precipice, 
ſhe covers his eyes with both her wings, 
that not ſeeing his danger he may fail, and 
kill himſelf; and then the feeds upon his 
Fleſh. Thus doth the God of this World 
blind the Eyes of Men, that not ſeeing their 
danger they may goon in fin to their own 
deſtruction, and {ſo become his Prey. 

76, Thoſe that want outward beauty 
ſhould endeavour to have ir ſupply'd by a 
beautiful Soul. As Sappho ſpeaks in Ov1d. 


Si mihi difficilis Formam Natura negavit, 
Ingenio forme damna rependo mee, 


Sith Nature outward Beauty hath deny'd, } 
It is by Beauty of my Mind ſupply'd4 


77. Pliny lib. 36. Cap. 17, Makes men- 
tion of a precious Stone called Scyrus, 
which being whole will ſwim above water, 
bur being broke; every parr:doth fink. So 
by concord a Church or commonwealth, 
may be preſerved, which being broken and 
diviced will fink and perith. 

* 58. Ina certain Academy called the Aca- 
demy of Prometheus there was a cuſtom of 
rennng races With Lamps in their —_— 
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and he whoſe Lamp went out loſt the prize. 
So he that runs the Spiritual race, and 
would win the Heavenly prize mutt keep che 
Lamp of his grace, and profeſſion thining 
and burning in his Hearc and Lite. 


79. We read 2 Sam. 12. 30. That the 
Crown that was upon the head of the King 
of Ammon was ſet upon the head of David: 
And fo we read that when the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion prevaild in the World, Heathen 
Temples, as that of Serapis in 
Egypt were turned into Chri- #1 Mac. 3. 12. 
ſtian Oratories, and Fudas Mac- 
cabeus uſed Apollonins Sword in War. So may 
Secular Learning out of HeathenAuthors be 
ſanRified, and introduced into the Service of 
the Chriſtian Religion. 


80. I have read of Charles the Great, that 
he ſealed his Laws and Edi#s with the Hilr 
of his Sword ; to ſhew that what he EnaQ- 
ed by his Authority, he would defend by 
his Power. If Princes had this regard to 
their Laws and Authority, will not the Great 
God have regard to his? 


81. It's ſaid of Moſes, A, 7. 22. that he 
was Learned in all the Wiſdom of Egypt, which 
Diogenes Laert. Philo, Euſeb. and others ſay 
was fourfold; Marhematical, Phyſical, Mo- 
ral and Divine; under which is comprehend- 
ed their Divine Hieroglyphicks, and Symboli- 
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cal Divinity, wherein that Nation excelled; 
and wherein Moſes was inſtructed. 

82. At Athens Paul found an Altar, with 
this Inſcription, To the unknown Goa, AF. 17. 
v. 23. There are many Conjectures of Learn- 
ed men of the reaſon of this Inſcriptiog. 
Oecumenins tells us of a great Plague at 
Athens, and they ſacrificed to all their 
known Gods, and yet the Plague continued; 
whereupon they Erect an Altar to the un- 
known God, & thereupon the Plague ceaſed. 
And the Apofile rakes advantage hence to 
inſtru them about the True God whom 
they knew not, at leaſt ignorantly worſhipr 5 
as he tells them, v. 23. Others think they had 
reference to Chriſt, whom, becauſe of the 
Miracles wrought at his Death, they might 
ſulpe& to be a God whom they did not 
know. 

83. The Apoſtle in his Epiſtle to Tirws, 
Cap. 1. quotes a ſaying of an Heathen Poer 

againſt the Cretians, Kfnres dd Leuvgnt, 

Epimenides. &c. The Cretians are always Lyars, 
&c. And Chryſoſtom in his third 

Sermon upon the Epiſtle of Tirzs thinks this 
might be one chief reaſon why the Poet calls 
them Lyars,becauſe they ſet up the Sepulchre 
of Jupiter, and wrote upon it, *Ev3/ waimur oy 
Aiz &nzxzoiw Here lies Jupiter whom men call 
a God; wherein they lie, ſaith the Poet, 
for Jupiter lives for ever : as the Poet Cals- 
machus 
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machus ſpeaks of him, £4" 4 Saves iy} 3Þ dey 
Thou dieſt not, but liveſt for ever. 

84. The Jews, believe that beſides the 
written Law which God gave Moſes upon 
the Mount ; he made known to him ſome 
Secret things about the Law, which were 
not committed to writing, which are con- 
tained in their Cabbal/a. And to which Picus 
Mirandula thinks the Apoſtle alludes Roms. 
3-2. When he ſaith of the Jews,to them were 
committed the Oracles of God. Moſes commit- 
ted them to the Seventy Elders, and by 
them the People came to know them. But 
now the Fews have got a Cabbala (tufr 
with many ſuperſtitious conceits of the 
Names of God, whereby they ſay, Miracles 
may be wrought, and the Devils caſt our. 
And that by the uſe of theſe Names, or 
_ of them, Chriſt wroughe his Mira- 
Cles. 

385. We read in ſome Ancient writers, of 
other Goſpels beſides the four Evangelilt's ; 
which Zuke doth intimate in the beginning 
of his Goſpel. One was Evangelium Ebj9- 
nitarum, and another Encratitarum, which 
was made up into one Volume out of the 
four Evangeliſt's, and called Z:arefſaron, 
And another which was called Evangelium 
Hebreorum, Whic|! Ferom had that reſpe& 
unto, that he Tranſlated it into Latin out 
of Syriac, And Origen refers often to the 

Evangelium 
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Evangelium ſecundum Hebreos, and quotes 
ſome paſſages out of it, as doth Ege/ippns

86. Joſephus in his firſt Book of Antiqui- 
ties mentions two Pillars ſet up by Enoch 
before the Flood ; one of Brick, and the 
other of Stone, which he ſaid remained in 
Syria unto his time; whereon was written a 
double deſtruction co come upon the World, 
the one by Water, and the other by Fire, 
which Terrxll. doth judge credible,in his third 
Book De Habitu Mulicb. And Enoch is 
thought to provide againſt both, by ſetting 
his Inſcription upon two ſuch Pillars which 
might abide. | 

87. That paſſage we read of Matth, 27. 
9, 10. They took the thirty pieces of Silver, &C. 
ard bought with it the Patrers Field; is (aid to 
be the Prophecy of Jeremiah, when as we 
find it in the Prophecy of Zechariah, cap. 
II. 13. is thought by ſome to be taken out 
of an Antient Prophecy of Jeremiah, uſed by 
the Nazarers, and 15 now not extant. 

88. There is nothing New in God but Re- 
lations, and Denominations, which make no 
change in his Eſſence. 

89, The Holy Ghoſt was poured out up- 
on the Apoſtles upon the days of Pentecoſt, 
which « as a Feaſt of Firſt-fruits to the Fews, 
and fo a fit time for the beſtowing the Firſt- 
fruits of the Spirit after Chriſt's Aſcenſion. 
46 go. Chriſt 
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90. Chriſt being now gone into Heaven, 
he is repreſented on Earth in his People, 
which ſhould engage them to an holy and 
circumſpe& walking, leſt they give occaſion 
for ſuch a ſpeech as Salvian ſaid ſome uſed in 
his time; Si Chriſtes ſanta dixifſet, Chriſtiani 
ſan8e vixiſſent z If Chriſt delivered holy Do- 
—_ {ure Chriſtians would live holy 

ives. 

91. We have an uſual ſaying, that Prayer 
will open the Gate of Heaven. As our Sa- 
viour ſpeaks, Marth. 7.7, Knock, and it ſhall 
be opened to you, But it was a bold challenge 
of Baſil, to YValens the Arrian Emperour, 
(when he would have the Temple Doors 
open to the Arrians, and thut to the Ortho- 
aox 1) that at whoſe Prayers the Temple 
Doors ſhould open upon their own accord, 
they only might have the publick uſe of 
them. Zonaras mentions this of Baſil. But 
it's certain, Prayer will open the Gate of the 
heavenly Temple. 

92. It's ſaid of Pythagoras and Socrates,that 
they forbad any of their Precepts to be com- 
mitted to writing, becauſe they would have 
them written upon the minds of the People. 
And it's true, the beſt writing of heavenly 
Truth is upon the minds of men, for mens 
hearts to be made the Epiſtles 'of Chriſt. 
And Chriſt himſelf hath left nothing behind 
him of his own writing. But his words 
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were writ upon the hearts of many that 
heard them. 

93. I find in Sixtus Senenſes, l. 2, p.91. men- 
tion made of a Book called 4ſcenſio Moſes, 
not now extant, where mention is made of 
Michael contending with the Devil abour 
the Body of Moſes. God employed the An- 
gel Michael to bury him, and the Devil op- 
poſed him in it, and he only ſaid to him, The 
Lord rebuke thee, without railing. 

94. There is mention in Antient Writers 
of ſevera] Epiſtles paſſing betwixrt St. Pal, 
and Seneca, wherein Seneca commends the 
Apoſtle for the many good Precepts of Mo- 
rality found in his Epiſtles, and (aith,he ſpeaks 
of Myſteries that mens wit cannot compre- 
hend ; only delires, Ur Majeſtati rerum Cul- 
tus [ermonis non deſit ; that his words and ex- 
pretfions might better anſwer the Majeſty of 
his matter. Sixt. Senenſ. 1. 2. p 94- 

95. What the Scribes and Phariſees wrote 
in the Phylacteries they wore upon their 
fore-head is uncertain. Some ſay twelve ſen- 
rences out of the Book of Deuteronomy, but 
it's moſt probable,the 'T'en Commandments 
of the Law; to make oltentation of their 
Zeal to the Law of God, 

" 96. There was a Letter found, and they 


fay is now extant in the Vatican at Rome, of 


Pilate to Tiberius the Emperour about Jeſus 


Chriſt 5 wherein he makes mention of 
| Chriſt's 
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Chriſt's Miracles, of his Death and Reſur- 
recion, and ſpeaks honourably of him, and 
blames the 7ews for their Malice and Envy 
againſt him : And yet againſt his Judgment 
and Conſcience delivered him to be ſcourged 
and crucified. 

97. When the Fews would have had Pi- 
late alter the Inſcription upon Chriſt's Crols, 
Teſus of Nazareth the King of the Jews; | ilate 
anſ{wered, What 1 have written | have written, 
Whereby he was over-ruled by God to af- 
ſert the unalterableneſs of God's purpoſe 
about Chriſt's Kingdom. 

98. They-uſed Divorces among the Roma ns 
as well as the Jews. And the Roman Form 
was this to the Wife ; Papyria (or what elfe 
was her name) Kes twas Curato, res tibi tuas 
habeto; Take care of thy ſelf, and take what 
is thine own, and be gone. What would be 
the caſe of the People whom God ſhall di- 
vorce from himſelf ? 

99. The Jewiih Talmuds are fo full of blaſ- 
phemies againit Chriſt, that ſeveral Popes. 
commanded them to be burat. As Greg, 9, 
Anno 1230 and Innocent the Fourth 42.1244. 
and Pope Julius Anno 1553. and Paulus, 
1559. 

100. Whereas we read, Rev. 2. 5. of ſome 
names God will not blot out of che Book of 
Life : It hath given occaſton to ſome to ſpeak 
of a twofold Book of Life ; or a _ 4 
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Life that is written within, and without. Ang 
that only thoſe whoſe names are written 
without, may be blotted our, and none of 
thoſe w boſe names are written within.

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I. HO” there is an hiddenTreaſure in the 

Goſpel,yet men are plainly directed to 
it, both where and how to find it. And with 
leſs difficulty than the Treaſure found our by 
eſopus Phrygius,and his Maſter Xanthxs,who 
fearching into ſome old Ruins, elpied a 
Marble Pillar with theſe Letters upon ir ; 
A.B.T.O, E.@. X. which e&/op ſtrangely 
interpreted to find out a great Treaſure 
"Ame; nam mrarne Opvtas wenous In muvery v%puors, 
that is, go from hence four paces and dig, 
and thou ſhalt find a golden Trealure ; which 
proved a true [nterpretation. 

2. The Judges of Old were wont to pur 
the Letter © to the names of thoſe that were 
condemned to die, which occationed this 
Verſe of the Poet ; ;

O Theta! the unhappieſt of all Letters; it 
being the firſt Letrer of ©zr27&; which fig- 
nifies Death. 3. Ir 
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3- Ic is uncertain how. Joſeph, and Mary 
his Wife, and our Saviour were ſuſtained 
when they were in Egypr, ina ſtrange Coun- 
try ; which is judged to be abour ſeven years. 
Whether Jo/eph then employed himſelf in his 
Trade, and Mary in Sowing, or Spinning, as 
ſome have thought. However, they were 
both in a low Eſtate 3 and the Virgin Adary 
takes notice of it in her Song, ſaying, He hath 
regarded the low Eſtate of his Handmaid, Luk, 
1. 48. And may let forth the low condition 
of our Saviour in his ſtate of Humiliation. 
Whereupon Bernard hath this excellent fay- 
ing concerning Chriſt, Quarro pro me wilior 
tanto mily charior ; The lower Chriſt was 
made for me, by ſo much he is the dearer to 
me. 
4. Theodoſius had ſo high an eſteem of 
Ambroſe, that in a Publick Church at Con- 
ſrantinople, he {aid of him ; "Aufeime hide woyey 
&ooray dEius 1948, I know none worthy 
the name of a Biſhop bur A—_ wherein 
he ſhewed a little roo much of admiration 
of perſons. 

5. When our Saviour 'faith concerning 
Mary, Luke 10. But Mary hath choſen that 
good part which ſhall not be taken away from 
her, we may read theGreek words ay wel, 
which we render the good part, the good mefs, 
For fo the word we is uſed by the Septuagint 
Gen. 43. 44. Where the Meſles of Meat 
Joſeph

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Toſeph ſent from his Table to his Brethren 
1s Tranſlated by the word ««;. ſo that Martha 
being emploved to dreſs Meſſes of Meat 
for our Saviour, and Mary fitting at his feet 
to hear his Doctrine, he ſaid Mary had 
choſen the good Meſs, which was food for 
her Soul, which ſhould not be taken from 
her, tho' Martha deſired Chriſt to bid her 
come away from it. 

6. When God ſaid to the Serpent, Ger. 
3. 15 7 will put enmity betwixt thee, and the 
Homan, betwixt her ſeed, and thy ſeed, Some 
underſtand the Serpents ſeed in a literal 
ſence, for thoſe Gianrs that were begotten of 
Women, by the Evil Spirits in thoſe firſt 
times 3 who they lay have acreal Bodies, and 
ſo are capable ot coupling with Women. 

7. Some afhrm that God made an in- 
vilible World before this vilible World, 
and then he made the Angels the Inhabi- 
rants of it, for we read nothing of their 
Creation in this Vible World: 

8. God took Eve out of Adam's fide 
when he was afleep, without Pain to him, 
and filled up the place with Fleſh, that it 
might not allay his Love to her, that he 
ſuffered any pain for her, or dammage by her. 

9. The Arrians yield that the Name of 
God was given to Chriſt in Scripture, bur 
the Name of Lord God did not belong to 
him, as we read in Ger, 2, 8, 9, 13. of the 


Names of Lord God. Io. It's 
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16. It's ſaid of Noah Gen. g. 20, That 
he began to be an Husband man Heb, US, 
M28 a Man of the ground ; to employ 
himſelf about tilling, and manuring, and 
improving the ground after the Flood was 
over. And it's thought he firſt found our 
the way of Ploughing up the groand with 
the help of beaſts, which before was digged 
up by Mans Labour and Induſtry. And 
that hereupon his Father Lamech did Pro- 
phetically call his Name MNoah, ſaying, 
This Son ſhall comfort us concerning our work , 
and the toil of our hands, becauſe of the ground 
which the Lord hath Curſed, For by this 
invention Man is eaſed of much toil, in 
breaking up the ground, and plucking up 
Thorns and Thiſtles, which came upon the 
Earth as a curſe. But conftdering Noah 
2s a type of Chriſt, fo the words may have a 
farther ſenſe. | 

II. Abraham laughing at the Angels tel- 
ling him he ſhould have a Child by Sarah, 
now they were both old, it was not Irriſo 
diffidentis, but Exultatio gratulantis faith Ang. 
1.16. de Civ. Dei, cap.26. It was not a laughter 
of deriffton from unbelief, but a laughter of 
rejoycing,congratulating the news of it, Ger. 
17. 17, So that there is ajthreefold laughter, 
One of unbeliet, ſuch was Sarah's laughrer, 
Gen, 18. 12, Of Faith and rejoy cing, ſuch 
was Abrahanis, Of derifion and {cofhing, 
D ſuch

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ſuch was Iſhmaels Gen. 21. 9. Sarah ſaw the 
Son of Hagar the Egyptian mocking. Heb. 
laughing. 

12, When Iſaac's Seryants came and told 
him that they had digged a Well, and found 


Water, Gen 26. 32, He called the Name of | 


the well Sheva,trom the Hebrew word TAU, 
which fignifies Abundance, rather than from 
MAY which fgnifies an Oath,as our Tran(* 
lation interprets it- And {o Hieron, Interprets 
the word. And Aqmila and Simmachis (0 
render the Word alſo. One well before 
this, he called Rehoborh, v. 22. ſaying, Now 
the Lord hath made room for us : And now 
being poſleſt of another well, he calls it, 
Abundance. Imaplying that now they ſhould 
have Water in abundance. And ſo may 
be a type of Chriſt the Spring of living Wa- 
ter, and the abundance of Grace that dwells 
in him, and flows from him : And hence 
Beer-ſheba may have its Name, and fignifie 
he well of Abandance. 

I3. That obſcure ſpeech of our Saviour, 
Mark, 9. 49. For every one ſhall be Salted 
with Fire, and every Sacrifice ſhall be Saited 
with Salt, implies that all Men muſt be 
Seaſoned or Salted with the Holy fire 
of the Spirit, or Salted with the fire of Hell, 
which he had ſpoken of before. Fire and 
Salt having many Symbolical Properties. 

And when he faith, every Sacrifice pl 

alte 
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Salted with Salt, he alludes to the Offerings 
under the Law, Levit. 2 .13. With all thine 
Offerings thou ſhalt offer Salt. Every Man 
muſt be a Sacrifice to God, either by de- 
voting himſelf to God in this World; 
and fo ſeaſoned by the Salt of his grace; 
or a Sacrifice to his Juſtice in the World 
© cOnm and be Salted! with the Fire of 

Ell. 

I4. It was a great queſtion among the 
Ancient Fathers, and ſome Ancient Philo- 
ſophers and School-men, whether the Sun, 
Moon and Stars were not animate Creatures; 
endued both with life and reaſon. Philo 
in his Book de Somniis aflerts it. Whom 
Origen follows; as appears by his firſt Book 
at gar, Cap. 7, Auſtin {peaks doubtfully 
of it inhis ſecond Book de Geneſs ad literam 
Cap 18. Agninas goes 1n a middle Way, and 
diſtinguiſheth betwixt Anima informans, and 
anima aſſiſtens. And faith they may have 
the latter, an affiſlting Scul ro accompany 
them in, and guide them in their continual! 
motion, but not to inform 'them as the 
Souls of Living Creatures do their Bodies. 

15. Some find fault with our tranſlation, 
and many other about the word Mandrake : 
That the Hebrew word 1 in Ger. 30. 
V. 14.- and Cant. 7.13. is tranſlated 2ſan- 
drakes : For they 6 it gives no ſweet ſmell, 
as is ſaid of it, Our Mandrakes give 4 ſweet 

2, ſmell;

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ſmell, in the Canticles, neither is it uſeful to 
cauſe Conception, which might make Rachel 
defire it, Ger. 3o. But is rather contrary to 
it; of a cold quality, to affe& the head, and 
ſtupifte the ſenſe, as Dioſcorides writes of it. 
And therefore ſome think, the word is ra- 
ther to be interpreted Zilies, or as others 
think, Yiolets, or ſome other ſweet Flowers 
that are lovely to men. For the word hath 
its name from Love. 

16. God gave Facob the name of 1/rael, 
which ſome of the Fathers have interpreted, 
as Euſeb. Chryſoſtom, and Hilary, to {1gnifte, 
a Man ſeeing God ;, deriving his name from 
Ih, which ſignifies a Man, and Raah. which 
fignifies to ſee, and E!, which ſignifies God. 
And it's true, that Facob ſaid, he ſaw God 
face toface, and call'd the name of the place 
where he wreſtled with the An- 

el, Penicl, which ſignifies the 
ace of God : But the Angel 
ſeems to interpret it otherwiſe, when he 
gives this reaſon of the name, Becauſe as 4a 
Prince thou haſt power with God and Men, And 
ſo ſeems derived from the Hebrew word 
"W, which ſignifies a Prince, and El, which 
is the name of God. 

17. It is ſome honour to the Chriſtian 
Religion, that Chriſtians derive their era, 
or Computation of Time from the Birth of 
Jeſus Chriſt che Son of God. Whereas the 


Grecians 


Gen. 32. 39, 
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Grecians made it from their Glympiads, the 
Romans ab Urbe Condita, from the Building 
of Rome, and the Jews from their J«bilees, and 
the Turks from the Flight of Mahomer from 
Mecha, &c. Burt yer the Chriſtians began not 
this Computation until 500 years or more at- 
ter Chriſt's coming into the World, but it 
is now likely to continue until his coming 
again. 

18, The Saracens were a numerous and 
barbarous People, that came out of Arabia, 
and invaded the Roman Empire, and made 
great havock and ſpoil ; and are thought by 
moſt Expoſitors to be meant by the Fifth 
Trumpet, 1n Rev, 9. The friſt of the thre* 
woe Trumpets. And it is ſtrange to con- 
ſider, that out of them ſhould ariſe the four 
great Eaſtern Monarchies, That of the Turks, 
the Tartars, the Perſians, and of the great 
Mogul. | 

But the Book of the Revelation refers prin- 
cipally to the Events and Fates of the Romar 
Empire, becauſe the Chriſtian Church was 
concerned in them more than any other; and 
if it doth ſpeak of any other, it is with re- 
{pet to thar. ; 

I9. The Turks are made to believe that 
their 4/choran was originally written upon a 
Table, which God keeps by him in Heaven ; 
and ſent down the knowledge of it to Ma- 
homet by the Angel Gabrie!. Thus all Reli- 


D 3 2i0n 
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_ makes a pretence of its Original from 
eaven. 

20. Princes do treat about terms of Peace, 
with the Sword in their hand 3 But God will 
not treat with Sinners about Peace, unleſs 
they caſt down their Weapons. 

21. We read, Marth. 17.1. That after ſix 

days Chriſt took Peter, James and John unto 
an high Mountain, and was transfigured before 
them. Some hence have gathered, that after 
fix days, taking every day for a thouſand 
years, will be the time when the Saints ſhall 
attain the Glory of the ReſurreRion,fignified 
by Chriſt's Transfiguration. 
22. I find in the firſt Tome of River's 
Works certain Latine Verſes prefixed in 
commendation of them by one Alexander 
Moore, of which I ſhall only remark theſe 
two.

He was not ſo much a debtor to thewhole 
World, as the whole World was a debtor 
to him: He had more obliged the World, 
than the World had obliged him.

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24, It is a good ſaying of Scaliger, Neſcire 
velle qua Magiſter maximus docere non vuit ery- 
dita neſciextia eft ; it is wile Ignorance to be 
willing not to know what our grear Maſter 
doth not teach us. Elench.Scaligeri contra Pa- 
YEUM, 

25. The Avrrians took an Argument 
againſt Chriſt's being eſſentially God, from 
1 John 1. becauſe he is there call 'd 04%, but 
not 5 ©, as the Father is; whereas we find 
in many places when rhe True God is ſpoken 
of, the Article is omitted ; as Titns 2, 13. 
Rom. 9.5. Phil. 2.6. 10 that the Argument is 
vain. 

26. When the Prophet Ezekzel faith, c.19. 
laſt ; This is a Lamentation, and ſhall be a L..- 
mentation; it imports ſomething extraordi- 
nary. And it was the total extinRion of the 
Kingdom of Judah in Zedekiab's Captivity, 
and who was to die in Babylon ; and the Land 
of Judah, and David's Family, that was once 
a Vine that had ſtrong Rods for the Scepter 
of Princes, was now {o rooted up and con- 
ſumed, that it could not- afford one Rod 
more for a Scepter to rule 3 verſe 14. This, 
faich the Prophet, both is, and ſhall be for a 
Lamencation. 

27. The Papiſts ſay that ſome Canonical 
Books of Scripture are loſt, and therefore 
there is need of Traditions. We anſwer, 
thac theſe that are preſerved are a ſufficient 

D 4 Rule 
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Rule both of Faith and Practice, and that 
thoſe that are loſt were Canonical, is more 
than they can prove. But neither Chriſt, 
nor his Apoltles do any where refer to any 
Scriptures, but what are preſerved to us, and 
are now in our hands. 

28, The Jews tell us that E/dras after the 
return of the Captivity,did conſtirute a Coun- 
Ccil of an hundred and twenty Men that were 
ſtyled n5713n 7535 wIR, Yiri Synagoge 
magne, the Men of the great Synagogue, who 
were very diligent to reſtore Religion, and 
the Sacred Scriptures; which Gezebrard takes 
notice of in his Chronology ad annum mun- 
di, 3638. 

29. Plutarch tells us of the C arthaginans, 
that they Sacrificed their Children to Saturn. 
And thoſe that had no Children of their 
own, would buy them of the poor; to of- 
fer them up And that the cry of the Chil- 
dren might not be heard, when they Sacri- 
ficed them, they made a great noiſe with 
Drums and 'Irumpets. And the Mother 
of the Child, was ſtritly forbidden to 
mourn at its Death. And hence the 1/raelires 
received their Idolatrous Practice of offering 
up their Children to 2olech, for which they 
are ſo often reproved by the Prophets. 
What wickedneſs may not be practiſed 
under pretence of Religion ! Tantum Relligio 
potuit Suadere Malorum, 


30. No 
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30, No Preſcriptions are of any validity 
againſt Truth. Non ſpacium annorum, nod 
patrocinium perſonarum, non privilegium reg 
onum. Tertul lib. de Virgin. veland. Nog 
Antiquity,not Authority of any Mans Perfou 
not the Priviiedge of Countries, &c. And 
the Fathers may be regarded ut Duces, non 
ut Domini. We ought not to follow them 
as Maſters of our Faith, Melchigp Canusl. 7. 
loc. Theol, Cap. 3. 

31. The Papiſts allow the Teſtimony of 
one of the Fathers to be but an Human Teſti- 
mony, but not of all or moſt of the Fathers 
together. But (till che Species is the ſame, 
an Human Teſtimony For maghs CO minus 
non variant Spectem, Rivet, Tom. 2. P. IO54» 
De Authoritate Patrum. And yet in com- 
pariſon wich the Pope, they flight all the 
Fathers. 

As the Biſhop that Preachr at Rome (aid, 
I will give moreCredit to the Pope alone, 
than mille Auguſtinis, Hieronomis, Gregoriis, 
Scotis, &c. Vid. River, Tom. 2. P. 1056. 

32. The Monks are thought to be the 
firſt great corrupters of the writings of the 
Fathers, For before Printing was invented, 
they got them into their Cloyſters, and al- 
tered them at their pleaſure ; and ſo they 
came abroad into the World, 

33. The Biſhop of Rome had arrived to 
ſo much Splendor and Power in the fourth 
Century, 
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Century, that a Roman Conſul who was an 
Heathen ſaid, he would turn Chriſtian, if 
he might be Bilhop of Rome. This I have 
6ften read, quoted by ſeveral Authors; fo 
many Change their Religion out of Policy 
rather than Principle. 

34. The twelve Diſciples whom Chriſt 
called to be Apoſtles, belides their Proper 
Names, ha@ additional Names given them. 
As Simon was called Peter, in Greek, figni- 
fying a Rock, and Cephas, in the Syriac fig- 
nifying a ſtone. And another Simon was 
called Zelotes in Greek, fignifying his Zeal. 
And call'd the Canaante, Mat. 10. 4. 1: 
which may be better rendred the Kinnite, 
from the Hebrew X2/?, which ſignifies to 
be. Zealous. And James and Fohn called 
Boarerges, Sons of Thunder, derived from 
the Hebrew, V2) '22, Beneragaſh, ' which 
we tranſlate, Boanerges. 

35: Thoſe Writings that go under the 
Name of the Apoſtles Canons, Apoſtolical 
conſtitutions, and the Liturgies of Fames, 
Peter, Matthew, Mark, and the paſſion of 
Andrew, CC. and the decretal Epiſtles which 
are aſcribed to Anacletus, Euariſtus, Teleſ- 
horus, Higinns, Vittor, and others, which 
the Papiſt's do affirm ro be Authentick,are 
proved to be Fictitious, and Suppoſititious, 
by our Learned Proteſtant Writers, as 
Whitaker de Pontif. Romano in his fourth Con- 
| troverlie, 
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froverſie. And River. in his Critici Sacri, 
and many others. 

36. When the Apoſtle exhorts, Rom. 12.1. 
to offer up our bodies a living Sacrifice, it 
muſt needs be meant of the Soul alſo, for 
the Body cannot be a living Sacrifice, but 
2s ated and animated by the Soul- River. 
de Sacrif. Noſtri Ipſorum, Tom, 2. Page 
I231, 

37. He that ſeparates the Soul of another 
from his body, is guilty of his Death, fo he 
that ſeparates his-Soul from his Body in the 
ſerving of God, will be guilty of the Death 
of his Soul. And is like the Woman men- 
tioned 1 King 3- 26. who conſented to 
the dividing of the Child that the true 
Mother might not Enjoy it. &zver. 1bid. P. 
1233, 

38. Cicero tells us, that none was a great- 
er plague ro the World than he thar firſt 
invented the diſtintion betwixt Ur:le and 
Honeſtum. For he proves by many argu- 
ments, that whatever is Honeſt, is Profit- 
ablez and nothing Profitable that isnot Ho- 
neſt, De offic. 1. 3. 

39. When our Saviour faith, Seek firſt the 
Kingdom of God, and his Righteouſneſs , 
and other things ſhall be added, Matt. 6, 33, 
Greg, in his Aforals upon Fob, lib. 15. 
Cap. 27. hath this Excellent obſervation 
Oxi non ait dabuntur, ſed adjicientur, profes 
indicat, 
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indicat , aliud efſe quod Principaliter datur, 
aliud quod ſuperadaitur. 

Thar theſe things of the World are bur 
ſuperadded to the better things God had 
given before, which are his additional, not 
his principal gifts to Men. 

40. When there was a murmuring of the 
Grecians againlt the Hebrews about diſtri- 
butiog the ſtock of Charity, the Apoſtle 
bids the multitude chuſe ſeven Men to 
arrend that bufine(s, and they choſe ſeven 
men, which, as appears by their names, were 
probably all Heleniſts, or Grecians. For their 
names were Stephen, Philip, Prochorus,Nicanor, 
Timon, Parminas, Nicholas, al| Greek names; 
which might be prudently done to fatisfie 
the Grecians, who were the Complainers. 
And the Grecians living abroad in remote 
Countries, are probably thought not to ſell 
their Lands and Houſes, as the Hebrews did, 
which might occa{ton the negle& of their 
Widdows in the daily miniration, 4A. 6. 
V. I, 2: h 

Al. Moſes ſaid to God, If thy preſence go 

| not with us, carry us not up hence, 
Exod. 33.15. Though the place where now he 
| was, was a deſolate barren Wil- 
derneſs, and the place he was going to was 
2 Land flowing with Mi!k and Honey ; yet 
rather than be without God's preſence, he 
was content to ſtay in the one, and want n 

| other. 
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other. And the word here rendred preſence, 
is in the Hebrew TE, thy facesz and may 
have reference to the Pillar that went before 
them, which had two faces ; of a Cloud by 
day, and of Fire'by night; and was a Sym- 
bol or Sign of God's preſence with them: 

42. The Papiſts have no way toexcuſle the 
perfidious putting Joh» Huſs, and Jerom of 
Prague to death after the aſſurance given 
them by Sigiſmund the Einperor, that if they 
came to the Council of Conſtance (a Council 
call'd by the Princes,not the Popes Authori- 
ty) they ſhould return in ſafety ; but by ſay- 
ing, this was only the promiſe of a Secular 
Prince. and could not hinder the Authority 
of the Council to proceed againſt them by 
a Sentence of Death; and then- delivering 
them up to the Secular Power to execute it. 

But the 
true reaſon was that Maxim, which many of 
the Papiſts are aſhamed to own, Fidem He. 
reticis non efſe ſervandam; Faith is not to be 
kept with Hereticks. 

' 43. When Chriſt ſaith, John 5. 19. What- 
ever the Father aoth, the ſame doth the Son 
likewiſe, ozivs, fo that he doth the ſame 
works, not as God's Inſtrument, as the Arri- 
ans and Servetians (aid, but mis, he works 
as a Principal Agent, as the Father doth. 
Zanchy, lib. 4. cap. 2. Tom. 1, p. go. Andif 
all muſt honour the Son, as rhey honour the 

Father, 
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Father, as in v. 23. Then the Son is God, 
equal with theFather ; elſe it would be Ido- 
latry ſo to do. And he hath life in himſelf, 
as the Father hath life in himſelf, as the Ori- 
ginal Spring, and Fountain of Life, Joh-5.26.

45. The Eternal Generation of the Son 
of God of che Father, is not a Generation ex 
voluntate Dei, by the will of God,as all Crea- 
tures do proceed from God, but ex natura 
Dei, the nature of God.

drimum, Tom, 2. p. 255. But the manner how 
it is done, is incomprehenſible to us. The 
beſt {tmilitude is that of verbum mentis, the 
inward word of the mind which the Evange- 
lit alludes to, John 1. 1. And that of 
Light from the Sun, which the Apoſtle al- 
lades to, Heb. 1. 2. when he calls Chriſt, the 
brightneſs of his Fathers Glory, And which 
the Nicer Council makes uſe of, calling the 
Son of God, Lumen de Lumine, Light of 
Light. | 

46. Three things are neceſlary to the 
works of Men, velte, /cire, poſſe, will, know- 
ledge, and power : All which are — 
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in the works of God : Only they are three 
diſtinct things in men, bur the ſame in God. 

47. Inthe Hebrew Tongue there is no ſu- 
perlative degree, as in other Languages, and 
therefore the Scriptures do exprels it ſeveral 
ways. As ſometimes by uſing the plural 
number as for mo/# bleſſed, they ſay bleſſed- 
neſſes, Pſal. 1. 1. And ſometimes by adding 
che Name of God, as, 4 moſt vehement flame 
is called the flame of God, Carr.

48. All evil is founded in ſome good. So 
that if there was no good, there could be no 
evil, for all evil is the privation of ſome 
good ; and no man doth evil as evil, but is 
induced to it by ſome appearing good,Zanch: 
Tom. 4. Theſis 2. p. 7. 

49. God appointed under the Law the 
Males to be circumciſed, not the Females 
for Original Sin was propagated to Mankind 
from the Sin of Ad.» rather than Eve. For 
it was Adam that was the Head of Mankind, 
not Eve ; and therefore the Apoſtle faith, 
Rom, 5. By one man came ſi into the World. 
And 1 Cor. 15. As ia Adam all die, not Eve. 
And therefore Chriſt was not the Seed of 
Man, but of the Woman. 

50, How God is faid to harden mens 
hearts, and blind their eyes, and yet _—

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the Author of ſin, hath exerciſed the minds 
of the Divines of every Age. Some ſay, 
God is the Author of an Evil action, but nor 
25 Evil. Others ſay, God may be faid to 
do, what he permits men to do. Others 
ſay, God may lay in Juſt Judgment occafions 
of fin before Men. Burt Zanchy goes fur- 
ther, and faith God doth inje& into the 
minds of wicked Men ſuch thoughts, which 
tho' not Evil in themſelves, yet their cor- 
rupt Nature doth turn to Evil as a cor- 
rupt Tree turns that ſap from the Earth into 
corrupt Fruit, which a Good Tree dorh 
turn into Good Fruit.

51. When the Apoſtle faith, 1 John 3. 8, 
He that committeth Sin is of the UVevil; he 
doth nor mean all committing of Sin, for 
who is there that doth not fin 3 but he thar 
fins as the Devil fins, out of Malice, Enmity, 
Hatred of Good ; and he inftanceth in the 
fin of Cain, who flew his Brother out of 
Envy, and Hatred.

Bur 
with this difference : Adam firſt ſinned in his 
Soul, and that corrupted the Body, bur in 
his Poſterity the Body doth corrupt the 
Soul ; for the Soul is infuſed from God into 
the Body pure without fin; and did not

ſent into the Body as 2 puniſhment, as Plata 
and others faid. 

55. That which the Latins call /iberum

56. Tho' Men fin neceſſarily yet freely.

26. I find that Cameron in his Prele&ioves 
upon theſe words, Matth.

48. Chryſoſftom was {o highly offended with 
Epiphanins for condemning the writings of 
Origen, and expoling his Errours in the Sy- 
nod of Conſtantinople that he wilht Epiphanius 
might never, return home alive into his 
Country,and Epiphanius witht that Chryſoſtom 
might be caſt out from his Biſhoprick.
